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The invention concerns a procedure for paying by transfer by means of 
exchange of electronic data. According to invention, a simple and 
reliable paying transaction is possible, as at least customized data will 
wireiessly transfer between a user electronic mechanism and a dealer- 
lateral paying terminal, and on the basis the data becomes, initiated by a 
central mechanism, a paying transaction accomplished. The data 
relevant for the transaction is kept central in customer and dealer 
databases.
